REPORT OF BOARD OF. HEALTH: 


The only contagious diseases that have called for action by 
the board of health during the year have been scarlet fever and 
measles. 

The house of James Weston was quarantined on account of 
what was pronounced a case of scarlet fever, but it was decided 
that it was not that disease and the quarantine was removed 
after a day or two. Later one case of scarlet fever developed 
at the house of George Rockwell. This case was immediately 
quarantined, and there was no further spread of the disease. 
After the recovery of the patient the house was thoroughly 
disinfected. 

During February several cases of measles have existed in the 
families of C. H. Dutton and Mrs. Clara Tenney. ‘The houses 
were placarded according to the law to that effect. 

This board has been called upon to have several samples of 
water analyzed by the State Laboratory of Hygiene, which was. 
done, and we have been called to act in two or three instances 
where unclean and unsanitary conditions existed. We would 
urge the citizens of the town to promptly report to the board of 
health anything which properly comes under their jurisdiction.

The number of books added to the library this year, owing 
to quite extensive repairs upon the building, has not been as 
large as usual, but much time has been spent and study given 
to the selection. The object of reading is two fold, for pleasure 
and for information. ‘The trustees, bearing this in mind, have 
endeavored to select such books as shall contribute to this end. 
In fiction we have selected from our best authors such books as 
shall not only entertain but shall present vivid and accurate 
pictures of life and the times; studies in social science, in his- 
tory, and in economic questions. In the other classes, in his- 
tory, in travel and description, in science and art, in biography 
and literature we have attempted to select such books as shall 
be not only of present interest and profit but of permanent 
value, and we especially commend this class of reading to the 
patrons of the library. A taste for the more substantial litera- 
ture is, with the most of us, acquired, but when once acquired 
we have the key with which we may unlock the inexhaustible 
resources of knowledge: 
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It will be seen by the treasurer’s report that quite a sum has 
been expended in repairs upon the library building. It has 
been put in good condition outside and in, except a little 
masonry work yet to be done upon the outside walls. 

We are also, as will be seen by the report, setting aside a 
considerable sum each year as a fund for the enlarging of the 
building when it shall become necessary. 

There is an increasing demand for the card system of cata- 
loguing, and this work will soon have to be taken up here. 
The printed catalogue is expensive and soon out of date and 
everywhere the card catalogue is taking its place and may 
always be kept up-to-date simply by the insertion of cards for 
new books and by the withdrawing of cards for books worn out 
and not replaced.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
To the Citizens of Hancock: 


Your school board would submit the following report for the 
year ending July 15, 1905: 

It is conceded that the common schools have been of great 
importance in shaping the destinies of our country. 

We believe that the parents of to-day have not the interest in 
the home schools which is necessary to make them a complete 
success. ‘The idea seems to prevail among some that the pres- 
ent school system is somehow more especially for the benefit of 
the school boards, and do not realize that the efforts looking 
toward better attendance and thorough work is for the benefit 
of the child. “Example is better than precept,” and if the 
parents wish to advance the intellectual welfare of their children 
visit the school and become acquainted with the teacher, and 
assure her that she has their hearty co-operation and interest. 
If mistakes are made, and the person who never makes a mis- 
take is not needed ‘‘here below,” an explanation given to the 
proper parties, setting forth wherein you are not receiving the 
benefit expected, would be productive of much better results 
than the usual spirit of criticism and fault finding which pre- 
vails at such times, destroying all discipline and undoing all 
good which may have been accomplished. 
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The same number of schools have been run this year with, 
we think, good success. No new books have been introduced 
as the ones in use are in a fairly good condition. New diction- 
aries have been placed in all the schools, also some new outline 
maps. Have shingled one school house and made other gen- 
eral repairs as seemed necessary. 

We would recommend that the same amount of money be 
raised for school purposes as last year and a small additional 
amount for the repairs on the interior of one or two of the out- 
laying school houses. 

The board wish to return their thanks to both teachers and 
parents for the courtesies received during the past year. 

Following will be found the statistical table, and in the treas- 
urer’s report the financial statement, all of which is respectfully 
submitted.
